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Health Department’s 
gain is taxpayers’ loss 


T he purchase of a large part of Peoples Exchange 
Bank downtown building by the Health Department is 
going to put pressure on local taxpayers to make up for 
the lost tax revenue. 

According to Lee County Property Valuation Admin¬ 
istrator Libby Roach, the bank’s current property tax bill 
is $13,452 for the downtown site. That is based on an 
assessed value of $1.4 million. 

The city property tax bill, based on the same assess¬ 
ment, is $3,476. 



The Health Department has agreed to pay $1.6 mil¬ 
lion for the property. 

Roach said that if that were the assessed value, the 
county would have received $18,576 in property taxes. 
The city’s take would have been $4,800. 

Since the Health Department in not taxable, both the 
county and city will lose that tax revenue. 

If local governments continue maintain their pres¬ 
ent levels of service, taxpayers will have to make up 
the difference. 

Roach also said that the closure of Lion Apparel 
would have a negative effect on property taxes. 

The building is assessed at $530,000. The county 
receives $6,153 and the city gets $1,590. 

There is also tangible property in the form of equip¬ 
ment and material at Lion Apparel. 

Tax revenue from the building and the tangible 
property will decrease.

Owsley pharmacists agree 
to $60,000 federal fine 


T wo Owsley County pharmacists have agreed 
to pay the U. S. government several thousands of 
dollars to settle civil claims concerning the way in 
which their pharmacy tracked and dispensed con¬ 
trolled substances. 

According to a press release last Friday from the U. 
S. Attorney’s Office in Lexington, James F. Carrico 
and James D. Maze, who both work at Booneville 
Discount Drugs, have paid the government a com¬ 
bined $60,000. 

The press release, which also is from the Drug 
Enforcement Agency (DEA), said that from May 
2008 through September 2009, Carrico’s DEA 
registrant number was used to improperly dispense 
controlled substances on 11 occasions. The gov¬ 
ernment also contends that there were 21 instances 
where Maze’s DEA registrant number was used to 
dispense controlled substances without a prescrip¬ 
tion and physician authorization. 

Additionally, the Carrico settlement agreement 
states that the pharmacy failed to track and maintain 
accurate inventory records of various controlled 
substances. 

Under federal law, a pharmacist may only dis¬ 
pense controlled substances in accordance with a 
written prescription signed by a practitioner. The 
law also places certain restrictions and limitation 
on a pharmacist’s ability to fill prescriptions for 
controlled substances. Further, pharmacists must 
maintain accurate inventory reports for controlled 
substances. 

As it relates to pharmacists, a DEA registrant 
number in an identification code assigned to them 
after they’ve been approved by the DEA to fill pre¬ 
scriptions for controlled substances that are written 
by a registered health care provider. 

According to the settlement agreement, a DEA 
audit showed there were 65 instances where Boon¬ 
eville Discount Drugs failed to maintain accurate 


controlled substance inventory records over the 
course of a year and a half. The audit reveled both 
shortages and surpluses of controlled substances. 

Controlled substances are drugs or other sub¬ 
stances regulated by the government. 

Carrico has paid $40,000 and Maze paid $20,000. 
The agreement is neither an admission of liability on 
the part of the pharmacists nor a concession by the 
United States that its claims are not well founded. 

The investigation was conducted by the DEA 
and the U. S. Attorney’s Office. Assistant U. S. 
Attorney Valorie Smith represented the government 
in the case. 
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According to WLEX TV, a man work¬ 
ing for a tree service company died Tus- 
day afternoon along KY 587, when a 
tree fell on him.

Troublesome economic 
times have had a large impact 
on the American Dream.

It is important to remember 
that life will throw one curve 
ball after another and there 
is really no 100% preventive 
method to avoid them. Sav¬ 
ings will help cushion the 
blow. Furthermore, if you do 
acquire bills, make sure you 
pay your bills on time. Send¬ 
ing in late payments can dam¬ 
age your credit rating and op¬ 
portunities. Home ownership, 
automotive ownership and 
other purchases that thrive on 
interest can be either your ally 
or enemy. The relationship 
depends on you. Therefore, 
if you find that you can be 
forgetful for some reason or 
another, pay your bills when 
you receive them to avoid late 
payments or defaults or set up 
automatic bill pay with your 
financial institution. 

Next item to keep in mind 
is the potential harm that 
can emerge with credit card 
ownership. Now it is true that 
your credit score will greatly 
benefit by having two major 
credit cards open and the 
longer the history with the 
those credit card companies, 
the more promising you will 
look to lenders. However, you 
should not even apply for a 
credit card unless your need 
for one is absolute. These 
credit card companies promise 
you free money that you can 
pay back over time, but keep 
in mind that their number one 
goal is to make money; your 
best interest is not theirs.

have one, get cards with lower 
limits at first. There is nothing 
wrong with wanting to build a 
positive credit history, but be 
smart. You should only charge 
what you have the money to 
pay back. Do not depend on 
financial prospects that might 
happen because realistic they 
are more likely not to happen. 
Keep your credit cushion at 
least 25% or 50%; maxing 
your credit cards out or using 
almost the entire line of credit 
will lower your credit rating. 
Lenders want to see that you 
can management credit re¬ 
sponsibility and that they are 
not taking a large risk invest¬ 
ing in you. If you are offered 
an outrageously high interest 
rate due to a poor credit his¬ 
tory, ask yourself how neces¬ 
sary the purchase is. Would it 
be better to take a step back, 
improve your credit rating and 
then revisit the purchase? You 
will be saving yourself a lot of 
money in the long run. If your 
credit needs a bit of cleaning 
up, look into ways that are ap¬ 
proved by the Better Business 
Bureau and the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral. Negative Credit cannot 
be erased with a few greased 
palms. However, firms like 
Lexington Law Firm do have 
experience finding loop holes 
and following particular pro¬ 
cedures to remove negative 
credit inquiries. There is a fee 
for this service, but do not ex¬ 
pect a credit worthy miracle. 
There is no guarantee. You 
should not even consider a 
credit card until you have 
achieved steady employment. 
Life is difficult, keep this 
mind and in the long run you 
might just make your life a 
little less troublesome and far 
more profitable. 

Furthermore, have you 
consider the advantage of a 
Credit Union verses a tra¬ 
ditional bank? If not, the 
following are some benefits 
when doing so. Credit Unions 
tend to offer more benefits to 
members then just starting an 
account when compared to a 
traditional bank. Just because 
a bank is willing to throw free 
stuff your way for signing up, 
does not mean it is the best fit 
for you and your family. Do 
the research. Credit Union 
members are often buying 
stock in the Union just by be¬ 
ing a member. Therefore, fees 
are much lower and interest 
growth is more substantial 
in saving accounts. Credit 
unions also often provide 
better interest rates for auto¬ 
motive and mortgage loans. 
However, if you do plan on 
choosing a traditional bank, 
which is more than accept¬ 
able for most, consider banks 
with free checking, overdraft 
protection, and lower fees. In¬ 
dividuals should also beware 
of the ATM card. Most find 
it convenient to access funds 
24/7 by merely inserting a 
card and withdrawing funds. 
However, ATM cards have 
fees. Therefore, if you must 
use one, take cash withdrawal 
from your bank’s ATM loca¬ 
tions where fees are either 
waved or much lower. Also 
consider opening a savings ac¬ 
count in addition to a checking 
account. When purchasing a 
home or other major purchase, 
lenders pay close attention to 
these details. Set yourself up 
with a reliable and beneficial 
bank. Loyalty goes along way 
on both ends. This decision 
may prove to be your saving 
grace in a world full of finan¬ 
cial predators, fine print, and 
out of control interest rates. 


We’ve long said our first pri¬ 
ority in policymaking is to en¬ 
sure the welfare of our “most 
vulnerable”—our children, 
the elderly, and persons with 
disabilities, specifically. This 
week, we moved forward in 
adding Kentucky’s increasing 
number of human-trafficking 
victims to that priority list. 

By a unanimous vote of 
13-0, the House Judiciary 
Committee on Wednesday ap¬ 
proved House Bill 350. Should 
it become law, the legisla¬ 
tion would create new felony 
crimes for human trafficking, 
and increase funding to both 
prosecute traffickers and advo¬ 
cate against this modern-day 
form of slavery. 

We also heard from law 
enforcement officials that 
they need more specific tools 
to pursue cases against those 
who view child pornography 
in the Commonwealth. Cur¬ 
rently, possession of child 
pornography is a felony, but 
intentionally viewing the im¬ 
ages (such as on the Internet) 
is not yet a crime. In response, 
we passed HB 126, which 
would make the intentional 
viewing of child pornography 
a felony under state law. 

Another growing problem in 
Kentucky is cervical cancer. 
The Commonwealth ranks 
among 11 states with the high¬ 
est rates of cervical cancer in 
the nation over the past five 
years. Since cervical cancer is 
commonly caused by a strain 
of the sexually transmitted 
human papillomavirus (HPV), 
the House passed House Reso¬ 
lution 80 this week to bring 
attention to the matter and en¬ 
courage Kentuckians to learn 
more about the HPV vaccine. 

Creating jobs is the intent 
behind another bill that cleared 
the House floor this week. 
HB 400—which was passed 
by the House on a 95-0 vote 
on Thursday—would expand 
eligibility for tax incentives 
under the 2007 Kentucky Jobs

Retention Act to Kentucky’s 
Toyota and GM automaker 
plants.

A plan to raise the school 
dropout age from 16 to 18 
by 2017 has also cleared the 
House in recent days, as did 
legislation that would allow 
voters to amend the state 
Constitution to restore the 
voting rights of most types of 
felons after they complete sen¬ 
tencing, probation or parole. 
HB 216—which contains the 
school dropout proposal—and 
HB 70 — which includes the 
felon voting rights provi¬ 
sion—passed the House by 
votes of 87-10 and 78-18, 
respectively. Both have been 
sent to the Senate. 

The work of House com¬ 
mittees has intensified over 
the past two weeks. Commit¬ 
tees have invited testimony 
on a number of emotionally 
charged bills, including HB 
77, which would allow char¬ 
ter schools in Kentucky, and 
HB 260, which would make 
the now-private University 
of Pikeville the state’s ninth 
public university. Other dis¬ 
cussions are expected on these 
bills as the session continues. 

We have much more to do 
in the Kentucky House in the 
25 legislative days remain¬ 
ing this session, and you can 
stay informed of all the action 
by logging onto the Legisla¬ 
tive Research Commission 
website at www.lrc.ky.gov or 
by calling the LRC toll-free 
Bill Status Line at 866-840- 
2835.

RED ALERT! 


When the white of the eye 
(sclera) takes on a deep red, 
almost purple hue and becomes 
painful, it may be due to an 
inflammatory condition known 
as “scleritis.” Unlike milder 
“episcleritis,” which involves 
non-infected irritation and in¬ 
flammation of the thin layer of 
tissue covering the sclera (the 
episclera), scleritis poses the 
risk of severe complications, 
and immediate diagnosis and 
treatment are highly recom¬ 
mended. In about half of the 
cases of scleritis, primary 
inflammation of the sclera is 
associated with autoimmune 
disorders such as rheumatoid 
arthritis and systemic lupus 
erythematosus. Once a distinc¬ 
tion is made between scleritis 
and less threatening episcle¬ 
ritis, the condition may be 
effe ctively treated with topical 
steroids. The underlying cause 
should also be addressed.

Gov. Beshear discusses Kentucky’s progress in 
battling prescription drugs with nation’s Drug Czar 


Governor Steve Beshear 
met last week with the Direc¬ 
tor of the Office of National 
Drug Control Policy Gil Ker- 
likowske to advise him of the 
multi-pronged efforts under¬ 
way in Kentucky to battle 
prescription drug abuse. Gov. 
Beshear is in Washington, 
DC for the annual meeting 
of the National Governors’ 
Association, and Director 
Kerlikowske requested the 
afternoon meeting. 

“Director Kerlikowske and I 
know that the only way we can 
make real progress in eradicat¬ 
ing the scourge of prescription 
drug abuse is by the combined 
efforts of many agencies, 
government groups and ad¬ 
vocates,” said Gov. Beshear. 
“I appreciate the Director’s 
continued focus on this issue, 
because prescription drug 
abuse is eating away at our 
families and communities not 
just in Kentucky, but across 
the country. We’re happy to 
share our methods for tamp¬ 
ing down this epidemic, and 
we are eager to work with 


federal partners to make more 
progress.” 

“I commend Governor Bes¬ 
hear for his aggressive and 
comprehensive efforts to ad¬ 
dress the scourge of prescrip¬ 
tion drug abuse in Kentucky,” 
said Director Kerlikowske. 
“All of us have a role to play 
in addressing this threat and 
I look forward to continuing 
our partnership to protect the 
public health and safety of 
residents of Kentucky.” 

Director Kerlikowske vis¬ 
ited several communities in 
Kentucky a year ago to learn 
about local efforts to fight pre¬ 
scription drug abuse, including 
Kentucky’s nationally recog¬ 
nized prescription monitoring 
program. Today, Gov. Beshear 
updated the Director on current 
legislative efforts to strengthen 
tools for fighting prescription 
drug abuse in Kentucky. 

House Bill 4 (HB 4), spon¬ 
sored by Speaker Greg Stum- 
bo, would significantly expand 
the reach of the Kentucky All 
Schedule Prescription Elec¬ 
tronic Reporting (KASPER) 


by requiring all prescription 
providers to register and 
use the system. The bill also 
creates new standards for 
information sharing among li¬ 
censure boards and investiga¬ 
tors, and requires regular data 
review of KASPER reports 
to root out unusually high 
prescribing rates for further 
investigation. 

Senate Bill 100, sponsored 
by Sen. Jimmy Higdon, fo¬ 
cuses on pain management 
clinics. The bill would re¬ 
quire that these facilities be 
owned by a physician and 
properly licensed. SB 42 also 
creates new rules for who 
can work at pain manage¬ 
ment clinics and offers clear 
regulations related to quality 
management and inspection. 

Education. Interstate Co¬ 
operation Efforts Continue 
Last fall, Gov. Beshear 
announced that the Appala¬ 
chian Regional Commission 
(ARC) has awarded a $60,000 
grant to Operation UNITE, a 
regional anti-drug initiative 
in 29 southern and eastern 


Kentucky counties. The ARC 
has directed the grant be used 
to support several educational 
summits across the state for 
physicians and dispensers. 

Gov. Beshear and Attorney 
General Jack Conway will co¬ 
ordinate the summits that will 
be held in three locations across 
the state in the coming months. 
Operation UNITE, a state drug 
initiative, expects these sum¬ 
mits will train approximately 
1,000 health care providers. 

Kentucky also hosted the 
first meeting of a new Interstate 
Prescription Drug Abuse Task 
Force this summer. The task 
force is composed of represen¬ 
tatives from Kentucky, Ohio, 
West Virginia and Tennessee 
and includes representatives 
from government, law enforce¬ 
ment, health care, and advocacy 
groups. 

The group is developing 
ways states can work together 
to choke off the so-called “pill 
pipeline” of illegal prescrip¬ 
tion drugs streaming into those 
states from the south. 


Daniel Boone National Forest turns 75 


The Daniel Boone National 
Forest is celebrating its 75 th 
anniversary. 

On February 23,1937 Presi¬ 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt 
signed a proclamation that 
established the Cumberland 
National Forest in southern 
and eastern Kentucky. The 
national forest was renamed 
in 1966 as the Daniel Boone 
National Forest. 

The forest was established 
under the Weeks Act, a law 
passed in 1911 to provide for 
the establishment of national 
forest lands in the eastern 
United States. 

“For the past 75 years, the 
Daniel Boone National Forest 
has helped provide our nation 
with a sustainable supply of 
natural resources, clean wa¬ 
ter, fish and wildlife habitat, 
and tremendous recreation 
opportunities,” said Forest 
Supervisor Frank Beum. 

“The national forest contrib¬ 
utes greatly to this region’s 
environmental and economic 
well-being,” said Beum. 

The Daniel Boone National 
Forest began with less than 
350,000 acres in 16 counties. 
Much of the land had been 
exhausted of its natural re¬ 
sources before becoming na¬ 
tional forest land. Today, the 
national forest is comprised of 
nearly 708,000 acres within a 


2.1 million-acre proclamation 
boundary across 21 counties. 

More than one million visi¬ 
tors come to the Daniel Boone 
National Forest each year to 
enjoy recreation in America’s 
great outdoors. The national 
forest offers nearly 100 devel¬ 
oped recreation areas, such as 
campgrounds and picnic areas, 
and 600 miles of multiple-use 
trails. 

Some of the most popular 
destinations in the Daniel 
Boone National Forest include 
Cave Run Lake, Red River 
Gorge and Laurel River Lake. 
The Sheltowee Trace National 
Recreation Trail extends the 
entire length of the forest from 
north to south. 

The Daniel Boone National 
Forest is among 155 national 
forests and 20 grasslands in the 
United States, Puerto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands managed by 
the Forest Service under the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture. Recreational ac¬ 
tivities on all national forests 
contribute $14.5 billion annu¬ 
ally to the U.S. economy. 

The Forest Service mission 
is to sustain the health, diver¬ 
sity and productivity of the 
nation’s forests and grasslands 
to meet the needs of present 

and future generations.
